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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 8/9/2007 in response to Non-Final Rejection mailed on 
5/1 8/2007 has been entered. 

Examiner 's amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 12 and 13 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 and 14-17 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of a low 
pressure mercury lamp having an arc tube wound around an axis in a longitudinal direction, a 
holding member that holds the arc tube where an end of the tube is inserted in an opening formed 
in a bottom wall of the holding member, wherein a groove is positioned corresponding to a 
position of the end of the tube and is continuous to the opening, and depth of the groove 
increases as a distance from the opening decreases, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 
2-1 1 are allowed due to claim dependency. 
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Regarding claim 14, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of an 
improvement of a helical arc tube lamp having a holder that has a bottom wall with integral first 
and second covering units extending above the bottom wall and a first and second groove receive 
and support a rotational movement of the end portions of arc tube, the grooves are integrally 
recessed into the bottom wall and progressively increase in depth as the grooves extend beneath 
the covering units, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 15 and 16 are allowed due to 
claim dependency.
